Class B Men 
Called Up 


Ottawa, Mar. 29.—Responding to a 
demand from the military authorities 
the military service council has de- 
cided to call up for service men in 
medical catergory (B) under the mil- 
itary service law. Category (B) men 
are liable for overseas but not for 
combatant service, They are being 
called out because of the necessity of 
securing more .men for railway con- 
struction and sfmilar work. 

The memorandum follows: 

“A military demand for men for 
railway construction and other similar 
work has arisen and it has therefore 
become necessary to draft all men in 
medical category (b) in respect of 
whom no other grounds for exemp- 
tion exist. 

“The Military Service council is 
therefore issuing instructions to reg- 
istrars to take immediate steps to call 
up such men.”

TO BEAT “SUB” BY TUNNEL 


Britain may burrow under the bot- 
tom of the sea to beat the submarine. 
epresentatives of big American con- 
ctors have broached the subject of 
ilding the channel tunnel to connect 
Britain with France. The project has 
evidently passed the talk stage, be- 
cause American tunnel builders are ar- 
ranging for the job. Surveys and plans 
have been prepared for over half a 
century by French ari English engin- 
eers. There has never been any doubt 
as to the plan’s practicability. Now 
the shipping shortage makes it pro- 
bable the work will be pushed as a war 
measure. 

Shipping necessary to maintain the 
coinmunications of the British army in 
France has been estimated all the way 
from 1,700,000 to 6,000,000 tons. Con- 
struction of the tunnel would release 
all these ships for hauling wheat 
from America, Canada, €rgentine or 
Australia. The work of loading and 
unloading army freight at the British 
'and French ports would be done away 
with, and the movement of shell and 
| food speeded up.

N dealing with the very large number of claims for exemption 
brought forward for consideration in connection with Class 1 
under the Military Service Act, it has occurred, as was inevit- 

able, that as a result of false statements and difficulties put in the 

way of investigation, some individuals have secured exemption 


It is not the intention of the Government to allow these men to evade per- 
manently their obligation to bear their patt in the military defence of the 
To do so would defeat 
the purpose of the Act, and cause grave injustice to men in the second class 


Exemptions Granted on False Grounds 


It is, therefore, proposed to scrutinize carefully all exemptions granted to date 
in order to separate those which have been granted on false or insufficient 


With this object in view the various Registrars under the Military Service 
Act have been instructed to issue a series of questionnaires to exempted men. 
These questionnaires must be filled up correctly and returned promptly under 
penalty of forfeiture of exemption for failure to do so. 


Exempted Men Who Have Changed Address 


It is therefore important in their own interest that all exempted men who 
bave changed their address since their exemption was granted and who have 
not already notified the Registrar of such change should notify him at once. 
Under the Regulations it is the duty of exempted men to keep the Registrar 
advised of any change of address, and failure to receive the questionnaire 
by reason of neglect of this duty must be treated as equivalent to failure to 


Citizens Urged to Assist 


In many instances information has been furnished by members of the public 
which has led to the cancellation of exemptions obtained by false or mis- 
leading statements. Further co-operation of this character is invited. The 
Government regard it as the Duty of all loyal citizens, not only to the Country, 
but to the men at the front, to assist in this way in securing reinforcements 
on a just and legal basis. Correspondence of this character will be treated 
as strictly confidential and will receive the fullest investigation.

The. program of the Aircraft Pro- 
duction Board was 22,000 planes for 
the’army and 6000 for the navy. The 
full program called for one hundred 
million feet of spruce, half to be de- 
livered before the end of the year.

After spendng over six hundred 
million dollars the Aircraft Production 
Board had only shipped one fighting 
machine, and it is not yet in France 
Less than 1500 school and _ training 
planes had been’ produced. Seven 
British battle planes had been _pro- 
duced. Six were under readjustment 
after completion, and as yet unfit for 
service. 

The great Curtiss plant at Buffalo. 
covering over 40 acres, had produced 


_only one machine, a Bristol model that 


could not leave the ground except for 
a few feet. The plant should turn 
out fifty planes a day. Not one figh- 
ting plane was turned out during Feb- 
urary. The contract was for twenty- 
five planes in that month. 

Not one of the Model T flying boats 
had been delivered up to March 15. 

The Journal charges that delays are 
caused through misfits and changes 
deliberately designed to cause such de- 
lays. One plant that had only turned 
out 18 motors since last June were 
early in March given an order for 300 
Model F boats. Similar conditions ex- 
ist in all the plants. Instead of orders 
being sixty days behind schedule, 
they are many months behnd. 

The Journal charges delay and mis- 
handling all along the line, the result 
of deliberate intent to hinder the eff- 
active participation of the United 
States in the war.

WAKING THEM UP 
Senator Lodge made a speech in 
the U. S. Senate yesterday that must 
have got under the skin of the ad- 
ny&istration in more ways than one. 
The German offensve and British ret- 
irement on the West Front in France 
was a little more than he could stand 
and he told some plain truths in a 
plain blunt way, said he: 

‘We have no fighting planes in Fran- 
ce. We have not a fighting plane 
there,” he continued. “Our front is 
undefended in the.air. French and 
British have use for every plane they 
can bring out and our men are not de- 
fended. We have no guns in France 
except a few old coast guns. That’s 
the hard fact. 

“Six months was wasted while we 
were trying to improve the French 
75 mm. gun, the best in the world and 
now we have no guns and have gone 
back to the French plan—six \polden 
months wasted: 

“We have turned out only two Am- 
ercan ships, although the country has 
been led to believe there were 36 ships 
Some of these were obtained from 
foreign countries and completed by 
the shipping board which has been in 
existence since September 1916.” 


However, there is nothing specially 
remarkable in our neighbors to the 
south. They have delayed selecting 
a gun for use probably longer than is 
wise, but in this they are certainly no 
worse than the British, who, though 
they were warned about it years ago, 
refused to believe in the possibility of 
such war as they are now in the thick 
of agg made absolutely no preparation 
for s¥” Uncle Sam experimented with 
a new machine gun rather than adopt 
the one already in use. with the result 
that he has one now that is simpler 
and more efficient than any other, 
which is not too bad. 

As for his ship programme, he has 
been up against all sorts of delaying 
trouble, not the least of which has 
been the pro-German influence operat- 
ing among the workmen. He is away 
behind on his ship promises, but he is 
now beginning to come strong and it 
would surprise no one if having over- 
come the difficulties, he should make 
good by the end of the year with the 
full number of ships he promised 

Nevertheless, Senatar Lodges talk 
will do no harm In fact, it would be 
better for everyone if there were more 
of this plain speaking, not alone in the 
United States, either. We are all of 
us inclined to take things too easily, 
considering the times we are living in 
So far from the scene of the conflict, 
it seems difficult for many of us to 
make the war appeal a personal one. 
Such a struggle as is now in progress 
in France should wake us up

JAPAN IN SIBERIA 


‘>: downfall of the great Russian 
state is an event so tremendous that 
it must inevitably disturb the balance 
of national power all over the world 
In J}-arope the Germans have already 
set to work the prostrate 
bulk of the Slav empire to suit their 
own purposes; and in the Far East 
also, Where the czars held vast pos- 
sessions, we must expect to see chan 
ges the geography, and

Japan, the only oriental power that 
is in a position to profit by the Rus- 
sian disaster, has suggested to its 
allies the advisability of landing troops 
at Viadivostok to insure peace and or- 
der in eastern Siberial and to protect 
the military supplies that were on 
their way to the Russian front when 
the breakdown of the National organ- 
ization put an end to the use of the 
Trans-Siberian railway. The Allied 
powers have apparently agreed, par- 
tly because they think some sort of 
authority desirable in a region that 
is at present quite without orderly ad- 
ministration, and partly because they 
see no way of preventing Japan from 
doing what it suggests and do not 
want to run the risk of turning an 
ally into an enemy by interposing a 
futile negative on its plans. 

At the same time, there are disqui- 
eting aspects to the situation. It is 
reasonably certain that whatever pub- 
lic sentiment exists in Russia will 
regard the landing of Japanese troops 
at Vladivostok as an unfriendly act in- 
tended to take advantages of the rev- 
olution; it will go far toward making 
the breach between Russia and its for- 
mer Allies complete. That would as- 
suredly be the case if Japan found 
occasion later to declare the tempor- 
ary occupation of eastern Sberia per- 
manent, and it would be a misfortune 
of the most sertous nature. 

Usuri province, which lies north and 
west of Vladivostok, is a fertile agri- 
cultural region; both it and the north- 
ern end of Saghalen Island, which lies 
off the coast, are rich in coal, oil and 
other mineral resources. Japan would 
find in them very Valuable additions to 
its national wealth, and it is imposs- 
ble to deny, what the japanese would 
be the first to urge, that this whole 
Pacific coast is by natural justice much 
more closely united to the chain of is- 
Jinds just across the Sea of Japan than 
to the Russian homeland four-thousand 
miles away.

actually German—part of a great miil- 
itary Empire that will dominate the 
World. For one or all of those reas- 
ons Japan, once it has taken charge 
at Vladivostok, may determine to 
stay there. It is almost sure to do so 
if the Allies fail to give Germany 
a sound and decisive beating. 

Meanwhile we and our allies are in a 
measure forced to trust to the good 
faith of Japan since we are too busily 
occupied elsewhere to take any effect- 
ive hand in Far Eastern affairs. We 
must hope that the Japanese States- 
men will interpret the interests of the 
nation to avoid a course that would 
involve the Allies in any charge of 
bad faith toward Russia, and we may 
fattly expect that the improved rela- 
tions of confidence between the United 
States and Japan will be serviceable in 
brnging that event to pass.

Train service to Gull Lake and oth- 
er points west of Lacombe, Alberta will 
be carried out this year, and on this 
line will appear for the first time in 
the province of Alberta a train driven 
by gasoline hydraulic transmission. 
W. D. Brown engineer of the Lacom- 
be and Blindman Valley Railway

The line now extends 20 miles west 
of Lacombe. It runs to Gull Lake and , 
from there to Bentley and shortly will | 
run to Rimbey. A rich agricultural | 
area will be opened up by this railway 
and already $120,000 worth of hogs | 
have been carried over the line in six 
weeks. There will be at least a quar- | 
ter of a million bushels of wheat more 
produced this year than formerly as 
a result of the branch line thrown out 
by the Lacombe and Blindman Val- 
ley Railway.

April 1.—(By the Associated Press.) — | 
A daring attempt by the Germans to | 
Cross the Oise Sunday and form a 
bridgehead to permit the future ad- | 
vances was easily frustrated by the 
French forces. One of the famous 
storm battalions succeeded in getting 
over near Chauny, but never returned 
It was almost entirely annihilated. 


There remained only 
wounded men, whom the French took 
prisoner. 

Nearly all the bridges crossing the 
Oise have been destroyed and the 
French hold strong positions on the

MUST CONSERVE OUR FOOD 


Ottawa, March 27.—-A radical chan- 
ge in restaurants has been ordered by 
the Canada Food Board and, except for 
certain clauses, goes into force at once 
The regulations contain many addit- 
ional clauses and are more drastic 
than anything of the kind known in 
Canada heretofore. They apply to 
public eating places of all kinds includ- 
ing hotels, restaurants, cafeterias, 
clubs, dining cars, and steamships, or 
any places wherever meals or refresh- 
ments to the number of 24 or more 
per day are sold or served to persons 
other than members of the family or 
household of the proprietor. 

After these regulations have become 
familiar to the public as applied to 
public eating places, it is the intention 
of the board to have similar regula- 
tions, insofar as they are applicable, 
put into effect for private household- 
ers.. The board is convinced that the 
greatest possible conservation of food 
stuffs must be undertaken by the peo- 
ple of Canada and that the time has 
come for very strict regulations and 
strict enforcement of thém. 

Penalties have been provided for the 
violation of the provisions of the order 
Upon summary convictions before a 
policecmagistrate or two justices of 
the peace, restaurant keepers or others 
found guilty may be fined sums rang- 
ing from $100 to $1000, be imprisoned 
for periods of three months or both. 
Fines go to municpalities if municip- 
al officers institute proceedings, and 
to the provincial treasurer if a pro- 
vincial officer secures the conviction. 

The board also gives notice that on 
and after June 1, 1918, no person 
shall operate a public eating place 
without having first obtained a licence 
from the Canada Food Board. The re- 
gulations do not apply to military, 
lumber, logging, mining, construction 
and fish curing camps and hospitals. 

The following is a summary of the 
most important of the new regula- 
tions: 

Beef and veal must be served at the 
evening meal only. 

No beef or veal must be served on 
Wednesday or Friday. 

Pork may be served at morning meal 
only on Sunday, Tuesday, Thursday, 
and on Monday and Saturday. 

Pork may not be served on Wednes- 
day at any meal. 

No wheat or wheat products may 
be served at the midday meal. 
Substitute shall be served 

ever white bread is served. 

No public eating house shall serve 
more than one ounce of wheat bread 
or any product made wholly or in part 
of wheaten flour, between the hours of 
2.30 and 10 a.m. 11.30 p.m., and 
2.30 p.m., and 6 p.m. and 9p.m. 

Sandwiches made from wheat bread 
and pork, beef or veal may only be 
served at railway lunch counters, but 
only at any tjme and at all times to 
Bona Fide travelers.

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in public eating meee until the first 
course is served. 

No more than two ounces of stand 
ard flour bread or folls or any product 
made from standard flour Ahall be 
served to one person, unless on spec- 
ial request for second serving. 

No more than four ounces of bread 
or other product made from bran, corn 
oats, barley, or other flour at any one 
meal to one person unless on special 
request for second serving. 

No bread less than twelve hours 
baked shall be served in public eating 
houses except in railway trains and 
steamships. 

Bread as a garnish, except under 
poached eggs is prohibited. 

Wheat flour dumplings in pot-pies, 
meat stews or soups are prohibited. 

On and after April 7, 1918, no bak- 
ery operated in connection with a pu- 
blic eating place shall make wheat 
bread or rolls, pastry or other bakery 
production from wheat flour other than 
the standard flour, or from flour con- 
taning a higher percentage of extrac- 
tion than standard, without written 
permission from the Canada Food 
Board. 

In Bakeries in connection with pu- 
blic eating houses the regulations gov- 
leaning bakeries shall apply. 
| Meat and game shall not be served 
in larger quantities than the following 
portions weighed for cooking, not in- 
cluding bone. 

Beef 8 ounces. 

Veal 6 ounces. 

Mutton and lamb, 6 ounces. 

Fresh Pork, 6 ounces. 

Pickled pork, 8 ounces. 

Venison and other wild 
ounces. 

Bacon 4 ounces. 

Ham 4 ounces. 

Only one serving of meat or other 
flesh or fowl per person shall be serv- 
ed at one time. 

No more than-half an ounce of bu- 
tter or oleomargarine may be served 
except on special request, and then not 
more than one half ounce may be giv- 
en. 

Sugar shall not be left on dining 
tables or counters except in railway 
trains and-steamships. 

Not more than two teaspoons or eq- 
ual weight of cane sugar shall be ser- 
ved for the purpose of sweetening bev- 
erages. 

Sugar for any purpose shall be ser- 
ved only when called for. 

From and after April 7th, 1918, 
printéd cards must be promptly dis- 
played in public eating houses so as to 
be easily read by all guests, bearing 
the following notice. 

“All persons, in ordering their food 
ought to consider the needs of Great 
Britain and the allies for wheat, beef, 
bacon and foods, and that the Canada 
Food Board desires the public to do 
everything in their power to make 
these commodities available for ex- 
port by eating as little as possible of 
|them, and by making use of substit- 
utes and avoiding waste.”

AVERAGE VALUES OF FARM 
LAND 

According to the returns received 
the average value of farm land for the 
whole of Canada, including the land 
improved and unimproved, together 
with dwelling houses, barns, stables 
and other farm buldings, is approx- 
imately $44.00 per acre as compared 
with $41 in 1916. The average values 
by province are as follows: Prince Ed- 
ward Island $43.7; Nova Scotia $38.6;

THOSE AMENDMENTS 


Sponser for amendments to the Al- 
berta Dairy Act, D. Morkeberg M.L.A. 
for Innisfail, feels moved to explain 
just what they are. Publication of 
rumors to the effect that a zone meas- 
ure was to be introduced is responsi- 
ble for him taking the people into his 
confidence thus early. Had no ru-ior 
been published probably no one would 
have known anything about this im- 
portant measure until it came before 
the house for the first reading. For 
which reason we must give thanks 
to rumor for once. 

The bill as explained by Mr. Morke- 
berg is not nearly so objectionable as 
had been supposed. In fact it is in 
many respects really excellent meas- 
ure. Its purpose is to give protec- 
tion to the producers everywhere and 
to the small country creameries. Yet 
while doing this, it does not make 
things too hard for the big creameries. 

According to the proposed measure 
the price of cream will be stabalized 
from day to day all over the province. 
Whatever price the big fellows are pay 

ing for it at one point, they must 
pay at all points for the day. Theo- 
retically this seems to be a very fair 
and reasonable provision for protect- 
ion purposes. How it would work 
out remains to be seen. 

It is said there may be opposition 
to it from the producers on the ground 
that it will tend to eliminate com- 
petition and thus bring down the pri- 
ce. That would be a sertous matter 
and fatal to the development of dairy 
farming if it were to happen. There 
may be nothing in it but if possible 
some provision should be included in 
the act to safeguard against such a 
situation. If there is one agricultur- 
al interest more than another in Al- 
berta that deserves every encourage- 
ment it is that of dairying and the 
government should be careful to see 
that nothing is done to injure it in any 
way.
